Boston, Providence, New Haven, New York, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore, to Washington: 
and aimost one anda half times the length 

of an air-line from London to Glasguw. 
Surveya.—ta addition to this actual con- 
struction, the work of surveying and locating 
the entire line across the continent has been 
pushed with system and vigor, summer and

tion of the best of several possible lines, hare 
in many inetanoes reduced the cost of oon 
struction considerably below the original 
estimates. Continnous surveys and exam- 
inations have been made from Lake Superior 
to Puget Sound, with theexoception of ashort 
section on the Yellowstone River, which is 
now being setrveye’. The results ot two 
years’ careful examinations more than usti 
fy the Company’s expectations and state- 
ments regardiog the favorable character of 
the valley route to the Paciüe— both in ro- 
spect to ease of railroad constraction 
and operation, and the good adus 
ity of the country traversed bv 
the line.

Three steamboats, for the aceommo- 
dation of this latter business., ply ou the Red 
River of the North, between the railroad 
orossing and Winnipeg,in British America. 

The completion of this season's contracts 
will give the road immediate and perma- 
ment contro! of the very large and profitable 
trafic of the Upper Missouri River, inalud- 
ing the Government transportation in the 
Northwest. A short distance above the point 
where the road strikes the Missouri, the 
latter bends to the west, carrying a naviga- 
ble water-way 1,000 miles, from the railroad 
crossing to the foot of the Ree ky Mountain 
divide, at Fort Benton, in Western Montana.

THE SYNDICATE. 

General Farnsworth, in dus speech at 
St. Charles, took octasion to dVerhaul Mr. 
Boutwell’s Syndicate operation, and to ex- 
pose that highly-extolled piece of finan- 
ciering, whereby some two millions of 
dollars, over and above the sum au- 
thorized by law, was paid to Jay Cooke, 
Henry Clews, Henry Greenebaum, and 
other political bankers, for negutiating ” 
the new five per cent loan. 

The history of this famous transaction 
is substantially as follows: Congress 
passed a law, at Mr. Boutwell's instance, 
authotizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue a certain amount of bonds bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 5 per cent, 4 1-2 
per cent, and 4 per cent, and with the pro- 
ceeds to redeem a corresponding amount 
of the six per cent bonds known 

“ms 5-20's; and limited the amount 
to be expended in advertising, engraving, 

printing, and commissions for negotiating. 
to one half of 1 per cent of the tetal 
amount of new bonds actually issued. 
Mr.Boutwell had represented to the Finan- 
cial Committees of Congress that it was 
perfectly feasible to effect such a loan, 
and, by way of encouraging bankers at 
home to exchange their ax percent bonds 
for fives at par, he had urged Congress to 
pass a law forcing them to do so under 
penalty of having the interest on their six 
per cent bonds arbitrarily stoppea. This 
proposed act of confiscation or ropa 
tion, although strongly advocated by Sen- 
ator Sherman, of Ohio, failed to pass, and 
the American banks were not suf- 
ficiemtiy charmed with Mr. Boxt- 
well’s programme to take any large 
amount of the five per cent bonds at par. 
| A few of the more timid ones, farbe 
thet rat one micht be 
more successful, did exchange their sixes 
for fives. But the genera! scheme driz- 
1 led along till the subscriptions stopped 
entirely. 

After some months had elapsed, the 
Washington despatches suddenly an- 
nounced that the whole five per cent loan 
had been taken at par by a “Syndicate,” 
consisting of Jay Cooke & Co.; Jay Cooke, 
McCulloch & Co.; Henry Clews & Co.; 
Clews, Hobicht & Co.; Henry Greenbaum. 
and other parties unknown. The market 
price of the five per cent bonds was at 
that time about 9S 1-2 in gold, and great 
was the astonishment that any class 
of bankers in their senses should be will- 
ing to take them at 100. Howa Syndi- 
cate dould do something that neither Jay 
Cooke, nor Henry Clews, nor Henry 

Greenebaum could do except ata heavy 
joss, Was a new problem in finance. A 
shorttime afterward it was given out, in 
the same irresponsible manner, that the 
Syndicate bad deposited the whole 
amount of money fur the new loan in the 
Treasury. As the loan could only be 
made for gold, it was deemed remarkable 
my some that a hundred and thirty mill- 
ons of coined dollars could be gotten to- 
“ether and handed over to the Treasury 
in so short a space of time withont any 
perceptible ruffle of the money market. 
To all outward appearance, there had been 
no withdrawal of coin from the gold-reom 
of New York, or from the vaults 
of the Bank of England, or those of the 
Bank of France, and nobody had observed 
the fall of that amount of the precious 
metals from the moon. Still it was con- 
fidently alleged that the aforesaid sum 
had been deposited in the Treasury by 
the Syndicate. 

Of course, so great a mystery could not 
long remain unexplained. It soon trans- 
pired that not a dollar of this gigantie 
sum had been deposited in the Treasury, 
but that the Syndicate had given its check 
forthe amount, and that Mr. Bontwell 
had deposited thecheck in the First Nation 
al Bank of Washington (Ilenry D. Cooke, 
President), taking as security for the de- 
posit an equal amount of United States 
bonds. Next, it was confessed that no 
bonds had been deposited by the Syndi- 
cate as security forthe check, bat that 
__» —Routwell held the five per cent bonds (not 

yet issued) as security. Then it transpir- 

ed that the interest on these five per cent 
bonds commenced running from the date 

of the subscription to the lean, although 
not a dollar had been invested by them; 

that they had ¢ommenced drawing inter- 

st, not on the money which the Govern- 
ment owed to them, but on money which 
they owed to the Govern- 
ment. This was an achievement 

in funding which would have been the 
crowning glory of Wilkins Micauber, if 
that eminent financier had directed his 
efforts to pablic, instead of private, loans. 

The mystery was thus cleared up. Of 
course, if Jay Cooke, Henry Clews, Hen- 

ig ry Greenebaum, and the rest of the party 
if who had decorated themselves with the 
| title of Syndicate, could draw interest on 
the money they owed for a sufficient 
ge of time, they could“ fund a large 
anjount of the debt, and put into their 
pockets a large commission. The amount 
they Actually receiyed (over and above 
the amount authorized by law) was es- 
timated at 81,900,000. Mr. Farnsworth 
says that they received a 
considerably larger sum, they 
drew interest on their bogus checks for a 
lon gr period than three months. This 
affair was made the subject of an investi- 
gation by the Committee of Ways and 
Means, and all the above-mentioned facts 
were brought out: but the transaction was 
deliberately whitewashed by a majority of 
the Committee, on the ground that the 
Secretary of the Treasury had a right te

There may have been cheating by the 
other parties as well.

He has, therefore, 
not only discontinued paying any tax on his 
salary, but has redrawn out of the Treasury 
the tax previously paid. 

Probably General Farneworth is stow in 
pot discovering that his salary, as a member 
of Congress, is also exempt from taxation, and 
eo continues to pay the tax. Astate lawyers, 
however, perceive as many grounds for ex- 
empting the salaries of members of Congress 
as they do for exempting those of the Presi- 
dent and other Federal offcers. In any 
event, the fact remains that the President's 
salary pays no tax under Grant.

Anotber swindle has been unearthed in New 
York, and a Grant oflice-holder is at the bot- 
tom of it.

The city has been 
swindled a quarterof a million dollars,—a 
small amount for that city compared with 
the Tweed and Connolly frauds, but sotli- 
cient to indicate the danger of intrasting 
Custom Honse politicans with public money.

IN THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS. 
cu 
From Our Own Correspondent. , 
OCOLORADO SPRINGS, July. 1972. 

Once more we find ourselves whirling away 
from Denver, but this time it is over the 
dainty little railroad that leads southward 
through the of Colorado. This 
„aby railroad” looks like a Lilipatian 
affair altogether, as it winds away tnrough 
mountain, and valley, and plain, @ narrow, 
shining line, in a land of grand altitades, 
and maguificent distances. Bat, like many 
other small things, it exceeds its promise, 
and, in prophetic eyes, opens infinite possi - 
bilities to the yet unexplored and half 
inaccessible portions of this romantic coua- 
try. It is a fresh experiment in narrow- 
gauge railways, and aspires to be the iron 
backbone of the Continent,” running south- 
ward ta Santa Fe, through the region of the 
mound-builders, and ile crumbling relics of 
long-past civilization: crossing the South- 
ern Pacific Road to the Mexican border ; 
and stretohing onward, through the land of 
the palm and the orange, to the old Halls of 
the Montezumas, nearly 000 miles awny. 
It seems to be a pet scheme of enterprising 
capitalists, opening new commercial facili- 
ties at greatly reduced cost, and carrying 
our Atlantic civilization into the very heart 
of the Rocky Mountains and the wilds of 
Mexioo. 

But narrow gauges and wide gauges, com- 
meroé aud economy, are speedily forgotten 
as we take our seats in an elegant oar on the 
game miniature scale, and roll away down 
the high plateau at the base of the moun- 
tains, through the rich Platte Valley. The 
dead plain recedes behind the lower foot- 
hills seen alter leaving Denver, and the road 
winds slong a picturesque country on the 
borders of Plum Creek, with green, sunny 
slopes on the left, and smiling feldes on the 
right, dotted with an occasional ranch, as 
perbaps an Indian camp fire; while, beyond, 
tower the brown and ragged oli tts, climbing, 


whieh seem to hide themselves ia the eky.
